For the past thirteen years the original sport limb has consist- 
ently produced fruit which colored ten days to two weeks 
earlier than the rest of the fruit on the parent tree. The second 
and third generation trees have shown the same early coloring 
characteristics that are found on the sport limb of the parent 
fEec. 


In size, shape and bearing ability the RED KING DELICIOUS
